cleaning shops reads “DO-RAI-KU-RI-NIN-GU.” 
Permanent wave—“PA-MA-NEN-TO-U-WA-BU.” The meat 
shops’ kana for beef cutlet is “BE-FU-KA-TSU-RE-TSU.” 

This is a language of the long vowel sounds. Odawara, 
Tanaka, Ueda, Fujiyama, Shinagawa, etc. Many foreign 
languages have the softer romantic sounds and the Japanese 
have extreme difficulty in softening the staccato sounds of 
— . Japanese katakana. Yet Japanese who are born 

d have no such trouble. In Europe, for

they are 10 years old. It is really quite amazing. 

As the world shrinks in size due to the jet age, a com- 
mon language becomes more and more vital and English 
seems to have been elected as the universal language. It 
certainly is the language of trade and industry. Cables 
are best sent in English and normal international commerce 
is carried on in English because its alphabet of only 26 
letters is extremely practical. 


With the great, increase in J firms opening 
branches all over the world, there is a great need to im- 
prove the system of teaching foreign languages and espe- 
cially English. If the present system is improved it will 
pay big dividends in every phase of Japanese business and

Columnists Evaluate Kennedy’s Leadership 


WASHINGTON (VOA)—On

Possible Changes in U.S. China Policy

MELBOURNE (Radio Aus- 
trallia)— The possibility of 
changes in United States policy 
toward Communist China 
seems likely to command a 
great deal of attention from now 
on. 


The reason for this renewed 
interest is that the American 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
told his press conference in 
Ww last week that the 
United States Government was 
considering whether Communist 
China should be asked to join 
in disarmament talks. 


These talks would include the 
Geneva meetings due to resume 
on March 21 which will take up 
the matter of ending nuclear 
weapons tests. Rusk said that to 
be realistic an arms control 
system had to cover the major 
powers. 

Rusk made a limited re- 
ference to the possibility of in- 
cluding the Peiping regime in 
arms negotiations. He gave no 
indication that the United States 
would now consider the diplo- 
matic recognition of the Peiping 
Government or its admission to 
the United Nations. 


It is, therefore, unwise to 
assume too much from the re- 
ference to arms talks. There 
have been in the past talks 
between American and Com- 
munist Chinese spokesmen 


without any suggestion 
either side that a change in the 
general relations of the two 
powers would follow. 

But with a new Administra- 
tion in Washington and danger- 
ous pressures building up in 
Southeast Asia, it may be that 
both sides would be prepared 
to broaden the discussions of 
their differences. 


So far the Chinese Commu- 
nists have said that formal rec- 
ognition of their government 
must include repudiation of the 
Nationalist government on Tai- 
wan. The United States with 
its firm commitments to sup- 
port the Nationalists against 
Communist aggression is not 
likely to accept Peiping’s terms. 

The situation might change if 
Communist China were prepar- 
ed to recognize the independ- 
ence of a non-Communist state 
on Taiwan and to renounce all 
intentions of bringing Taiwan 
and its ten million people under 
Peiping's rule. 

This would be toward 
a solution kno as the two 
Chinas proposal, but that step 
first requires the dropping of 
aggressive aims by Peiping. If 
Peiping desires to negotiate on 
this issue and then to approach 
the question of joining the Uni- 
ted Nations on terms that will 
have the assent of the United

Soviet Aid to Underdeveloped Countries

RADIO MOSCOW—At a time 
when President Brezhnev is on 
a state visit to the African 
Republic of Guinea, it is well 
to recall what his host, Presi- 
dent Sekou Toure, said during 
his visit to the Soviet Union 
last September: “Our country 
has just won independence, but 
our friendship with the Soviet 
Union is eternal and rests on a 
stable foundation. Equality and 
a common desire for peace are 
characteristic of relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and 
Guinea. A big country and a 
small country. This fact warms 
the hearts of eur two nations 
and makes our friendship grow 
more lasting.” 

The Republic of Guinea is just 
over two years old. But even 
in this short time, it has done 
much to strengthen its indepen- 
dence, showing in the 
how much a nation can once 
it is out of colonial slavery. 


No more do exploitative 
agreements bind (her) to the 
imperialist powers. The young 
Republic has also taken its first 


steps in economic development 
and one of the focal points in 
its first three-year plan is the 
harnessing of the power poten- 
tial of the Kankura River. 


Significantly, the West has 
given no support to Guinea's 
desire to develop a national 
power network. In refusing aa- 
sistance, the capitalist countries 
apparently expected that the 
newborn republic would find it 
impossible to cope with the task 
alone and would finally come 
begging. These hopes were 
blasted when the Soviet Union 
offered assistance. 


Under the agreement signed 
last September, the Soviet Union 
is to help with the building of 
a series of hydraulic structures 
on the Kankura River. 


Apart from this, it has ex- 
a readiness to assist 

with other undertakings in the 
three-year plan. According to 
President Sekou Toure, the So- 
viet Union's disinterested assist- 
ance will enable the Republic 
of Guinea to make progress for 
years to come. The African and 
Asian public has been highly 


appreciative of Soviet aid. 

At the 15th assembly of the 
United Nations, a majority of 
the Afro-Asian delegates who 
spoke mentioned the helpful, 
large-scale aid which this coun- 
try has been affording to under- 
developed lands. 

Attention was drawn to the 
construction of the steel mill at 
Bhilai in India, the Soviet 
Union’s agreements with the 
United Arab Republie to help 
build the Aswan Dam and to 
many other instances of Soviet 
Union aid, 

The Afro-Asian press has also 
reflected this appreciation. We 
find the Ghana Evening News 
emphasizing that Soviet aid has 
no economic, political or mili- 
tary strings attached. Its sole 
purpose is to help the African 
peoples to build up their inde- 
pendence and raise their stand- 
ard of living. 

There is reason to be- 
lieve that President Brezhnev’s 
visit to Guinea will further 
friendship between the two 
countries and will promote the 
Soviet Union's solidarity with 
all of the African natiens.
